The Story of the Kansas City Maiden 
Denied. 


The Post-DISPATCH of Monday published, 
under the heading of *‘A Tangled Tale,” Prof. 
Richte’rs statement of how a Kansas City girl 
had come to St. Louis, associating with it 
the name of Berthold Falkenhainer. The 
latter, who is absent fromthe city, writes the 
following letterin response. It will be re- 
membered that the charge was that the young 
lady was inveigled to St. Louis by letters writ- 
ten by Falkenhainer, using Richter’s name, 
the lady being a pnpil of the latter: 

WHITE BEAR LAKE, MINN., July 27. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In your issue of July 25 I notice 
that my name is brought in 
connection with some scandal affair. I will 
lose no timeir telling my part of the story. 
To begin with, I declare the assertion that 
I am implicated in such a dirty trans- 
action as an intentional, infamous falsehood. 
Now I will state the reason whv I dropped 
the friendiy connections between Mr. R. and 
myself. In August, 1875, when at Washing- 
ton City on a visit, I was introduced to Prof. 
Richter by Mr. Malerus,a clerk in the Pen- 
sion Office, who was also a member of the 
Washington City Saengerbund, of which so- 
ciety Mr. Richter was the leader. Remaining 
at Washington for nearly a week, | met Mr. 
Richter almost daily, and so became befriend- 
ed with him. About two years hence I re- 
ccived a letter from Mr. Richter from Kansas 
City, Mo., stating that be had accepted 
a position as leaderof the Arion Society 
of that place. In this letter Mr. Richter 
stated that he desired to come to St. Louis 
provided a suitable position as leader of some 
singing society could be obtained for him. 
Not being able to obtain such employment, 
the matter rested until a musical director was 
wanted at the Germania Club. Knowing 
Mr. Richter to be an excellent musician and 
leader, | proposed him to Mr. Methudy, the 
chairman of the committee on 
arrangements.

A few days ago the following deat) certiti- 
cate was registered fat the Board of Health: 
‘No. 5,99); date of death July 22; date of cers 
tificate July 24; Mrs. Kate McClure, mare 
ried, age 4V years,born in Indiana, died at No.» 
$18 North Twenty-second street: died of 
nitro peritonitis, certificate signed by Coro- 
ner John N. Frank; buried at Calvary, by 
Geo. N. Lynch.’? At the Coruner’s office an 
inquest was held, at which Mrs. A. 8. Miller 
testified as follows: ‘I live at No. 918 North 
Twenty-second street, and am a midwife. 
Deceased came to my house with her two 
little ebildren and renteda furnished room 
without board. Some time afterwards she 
received a letterfrom Cincinnati from some 
one telling herthat her husband, who is a 
butcher, bad been cCrinking and was sick. 
(pon this the deceased told me _ she 
was three months enceinte, andthat she was 
determined to get rid of herehild. I don’t 
know whether any one used instruments on 
ber or cave her any medicines to procure an 
abortion, but I am positive that I did neith- 
er. I am surethat she herself or some one 
else gave her something, for whenit Was ac- 
complished she felt satisfied and said that 
this was the tifth time she had procured an 
abortion on herself. On the 19th inst. I was 
called toher pnedside. * * * * * [ re- 
quested her tosend for a physician. Dr. 
Fischel]l came twice after the abortion but did 
not come again on account of personal sick- 
ness. Dr. Younkin came twice, but the de- 
ceased died of nitro-peritonitis subsequent 
to and caused by eatd abortion,#between 12 
and 1] a. m., July 22,J1881l. in mv house. Dr. 
M:Carthy, of No. 410 Olive street, who had 
been attending the sick boy of the deceased. 
was sent for but refused to come, 
stating that he would have nothing 
to do with the case.”’ The deceased was 
vears of age and was born in Indiana. Ur. C. 
V. Ludwig, atthe request of Coroner Frank, 
held a post mortem examination on the body 
of the unfortunate womanand found every 
' part corroborative of the testimony that an 
abortion had been committed. The body was 
= on ice shortly after death, butin eignt 
ours the Congestive spots in the skin and 
the traces of Jarg@ amounts of medicine taken 
by the deceased in life became apparent. 
The testimony of cither of the phy-icians who 
attended the deceased was not taken, and a 
verdict of death from nhitro-peritonitis sub- 
sequent to an abortion produced by her own 
hands was rendered by the Coroner and the 
above certificate issued. The body was buried 
from Lynch’s undertaking establishment in 
Calvary Cemetery.

Thev 
scemto have modeled themselves for the 
past twenty years onthe Republican party, 
and are justas corrupt without having any 
ofthe popular sympathies of the Republi- 
cans.

A DIVING PEVIL. 


Construction of a Mysterious Fenian 
Torpedo Boat in New Jersey. 


New York Special to Chicago Times. 


The Sun priuts this morning the following 
account of a Fenian torpedo boat} which has 
been buiit in this city: A little over two years 
agoaman caltied at the office of the De La 
Mater iron-works, and told the two partners 
that he had invented a submarine torpedo 
boat and wished them to buildit. He said it 
must be about thirty feet in length by six in 
diameter, and shaped like a cigar. The ma- 
terial must be riveted iron. He went on at 
some length to explain bis ideas, and when 
he had finished be inquirea how much such a 
vessel would cost. One of the gentlemen said 
that $20,000 would pay forit. The visitor said 
he thought that was reasonable enotfgh and 
spoke of entering into a contract with the 
builders. They asked for his backers, and 
he promptly announced tbat he would never 
divulge their names. He was asked who the 
vessel Was intended for, and he said that, 
too, must remain bis secret. He refused to 
suv anything more, and the negotiations came 
to a stand-still foratime. Inafewdays he 
returned and proposed that an estimate be 
made of the exact cost of the work, and that 
this amount-be divided up by the number of 
weeks it would take todoit. He said that 
he would pay what was due at the end of 
every week. He added that he wauld pay 
them in greenbacks, as checks would lead to 
the discovery ofthe nen who were backing 
him. He then gave his name as John P. Hol- 
land, of 139 Colden street, Newark. He 
suid that he had formerly been a teacher ina 
kioman Cathotic school in Paterson. The 
agreement was drawn up, and the next week 
he appeared, accompanied by a clever 
young engineer, Whose name has not been 
ascertained. They had full and accurate 
working plans drawn up, and _ the 
work began at once. The young engineer ap- 
peared only occasionally, but Holland made 
extraordinary efforts to gain the good will of 
the men. He never lost his temper with the 
workmen, though he had some trouble with 
one or two, who openly avowed their belief 
that the vessel was forthe Fenians. He was 
quite regular for atime with the money, and 
carried the project through a period of two 
years with noticeable tact. The clever young 
engineer appeared atintervals and made ex- 
haustive examinations of the work. Mr. G. 
H. Robinson, the partner of Mr. De La Mater, 
said this afternoon: “It was a very queer 
transaction, and created endless talk among 
our men. For a long time we hesitated about 
evtering into a contract, because it looked 
suspicious. Holland was so _ persistent, 
though, and so odd, that we consented to un- 
deituke the work.” 

‘‘Have you any idea who the boat was in- 
tended for?” 


‘“T have a very precise and well-defined 
idea. Itis for the Fenians, | assert as my 
most positive opinion, and i certuinly ought 
to be able to give an opinion, for I was per- 
sonally concerned iu the thing from the start. 
I was not sure of this at first. There was at 
the time considerable difficulty between Tur- 
key and Russia, and things were looking war- 
like all over Europe; so we naturally sup- 
posed some foreign government bad employed 
this Irishman to negotiate for the construc- 
tion of a vessel they could not themselves 
turn out. He said he had one built before he 
came to the United States, and that as the 
work was not first-class, she was a failure. 
He stipulated for the very best work, and we 
cid our best with him, and got on quite 
amicably for a long while. Every week he’d 
bring bis pile of greenbacks, and remark that 
they were very useful when one wished to 
conceal one’s identitv, and every week he 
said he was satistied with the work. After 
a while he began to get irregular, and 
then he stopped payment. We _ stopped 
too. Then be came over to the works, 
and I asked him why he dida’t go on with his 
payments. I said thatthe servant-girls had 
some money left, and he’d better collect it 
from them atonce. I had begun to suspect 
Fenianism. He few into a passion. 
We said we’d give up the work, and he went 
awav vowing to see us. Then we wrote him 
that if there was to be any law in the matter 
we’dtakea hand. He appeared next day 
with an old man named Carroll, of Philadel- 
phia, who counseled peace and disappeared. 
I made up my mind that Carroll was one of 
the moneyed men. behind JHolland but 
did not hear proof of it till later. Carroll 
went away, and the work was renewed. Hol- 
land came around as before, and made him- 
self agreeable. Before the boat was finished 
Mr. Archibald, the British Consul, called on 
us With regard to the probable destination 
of the boat. He was very much exercised over 
the matter. We said that ourcontract with the 
inventor restrained us from giving him any of 
the points, which might become public and 
could not be patented afterward. However, 
we gave him these facts: The boatis 31 feet 
over all, is 6 feet 6 inches in diameter, shaped 
like a cigar, driven by a screw propeller, by a 
petroleum oil engine, and is made of riveted 
iron plates made to stand 300 pounds pressure 
tothesquareinch. Mr. Archibald was obliged 
to retire on the death of his son, and Mr. 
Pierrepont Edwards succeeded him. Mr. 
Kdwards, wbo is convinced that the boat is 
intendedder the Fenians to blow up English 
vessels, became even more interested in it 
than his predecessor. However,it was almost 
impossible to learn anything, as the Irishman 
was such a clever, happy-go-lucky fellow that 
he baffled all detection. We finished her in 
April,andin May Holland took her away. First 
she wentto Hoboken. Speculation and curios- 
ity were rife to see what he would do with 
her, but he made her fast, and left her en- 
tirely alone until the curiosity had died away. 
Then he made an experiment. He got into 
her and went under water and stayed there 
foran hour, steamed about and came back 
again. I got this information from a man 
who was on the grounds. I was also told 
that Pierrepont Edwards was on the grounds, 
buthave no proof ofit. Onthe 4th of Jul 
he again went down in her, and, as near as 
can learn, bas never been heard from since. 
Mr. Edwards feared thatshe had been stowed 
in the hold of some ship and taken abroad. 
This is impossible, though, as there are only 
two derricks in the city that could lift her and 
properly lower her away. We own both der- 
ricks. She couldn’t have been lifted by 
either of these ineans without our knowl- 
edge, so she must still bein port. She is a 
torpedo boat, and could be tremendously ef- 
fective in sinking vessels.’? 


Superintendent Miller, who bas charge of 
the iron works, says: ‘“*The machine was a 
complete success. A man in whom I have 
every confidence told me of some experi- 
ments that were startling in the extreme. 
He says, for instance, that she was under wa- 
ter four hours at one time, and traveled seven 
miles without rising tothe surface on another 
occasion. Ican hardiy credit this, thouch I 
admit thatshe might easily stay under the 
water for, Say, one hour. The power was es- 
timated at about twelve horse-power, and she 
could make six miles an hour when sub- 
merged, with a moderate pressure. There 
was room inside for four men, and the appli- 
unces for working the torpedo were manipu- 
lated, of course, from within. She was a reg- 
ular torpedo ram. She was well built, and 
could stand a heavy pressure, and I believe a 
man would be tolerably safe in her for a short 
time below the surface. She is a dangerous 
torpedo ram, and, if she is as successful as | 
am told she (s, would create terrible havoc 
among vessels, as she could dive under water 
— stay there several hours, moving about at 
will.

A Widow Returns a Kindness.

Yesterday Mrs. Patience Beckett, the widow 
of Tuomas Beckett, the engineer of the Bualti- 
more and Ohio Railroad who died July 3, re- 
ceived from the Baltimore and Ohio Relief As- 
sociation, of which he was a member, a check 
for $2.092. Thomas Beckett, or as he was 
familiarly called, ‘*Tommy,’’ was one of the 
institutions of the company. Entering its 
service in 1854, nearly half a century ago, as a 
teamster, be rose gradually to the position of 
an engineer, which he held for 35 years. 
Possessed of but limited education, his wou- 
cerful powers of memory enabled him to re- 
tain accurately all instructions when once 
read to bLim. He never cost the 
coinpany a dollar arising from any claim for 
damages. Many interesting incidents could 
be told which happened during his long serv- 
ice with the company. The following is illns- 
trative of his generosity and kindheartedness. 
Many years agothe engine of the inail train 
on the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad bound 
west to Cumberland, of which Beckett was 
the engineer, and the late George A. Rawlins 
concuctor, when near Doe Gully tunnel, 
struck and killed a cow belonging to the wid- 
ow of a watchman at thet point, who had lost 
his life in the service. The aceident brought 
tothe scene many persons, including the 
widow and her children, who were crying 
most piteously at their loss. Beckett an 
Rawlins headed a subscription, took it around 
among the passengers and train hands, and 
soon succeeded in collecting $70, which 
they handed to the widow. Turning to 
Beckett and Rawlins she said: “You 
will never regret this kindness to the 
widow and her children, and it will come 
home to vou some day.’” Several years pass- 
ed, and the incident was forgotten, when one 


nizht Beckett left Cumberland on his east- | 


bound trip ina terrible rain-storm, and, af- 
ter passing Doe Gully tunnel, noticed a large 
bonfire some distance ahead. He quickly 
blew for brakes, and suceeeded in bringing 
his engine toastand within fifty feetof an 
imimense land-slide, covering the track fora 
distance of 150 feet. Ahead of the slide the 
widow had built the fire. She came running 
to the engine and exclaimed, ‘‘I told you you 
would vever regret your kindness. I heard 
the fall of the rock and earth in the cut, and 
I knew vou were coming down, andI built 
the fire to warn you of the danger. God bless 
this man who thought of the poor widow and 
her ehildren when they were in trouble.’ 
This act of the widow saved the lives of the 
passengers and trainmen, and to the day of 
his death “‘Tommy” Beekett never tired of 
talking of the widow who signaled him at 
Doe Gully tunnel.

MADAME BLANC. 


Strange Life in the Gamblin 
Her Otreiail of Monte Carlo. S 
From the Cincinnati Gazette. 

Madame Blanc, of Monaco,has gone fo rest. 
So said azable dispatch of yesterday. Her 
huxband preceded her a few years since. In 
early life M. Blanc and bis spouse kept a 
canal dry goods store in Paris in obscure 
street, near the depotof the Chemin de Fer 
du Nord. Totbem gaming had irresistible 
charms. These charms were enhanced by 
the fact that luck was alwaysin their favor. 
Money flowed jn freely, and in a short time 
Meaaleut and Madame Blane found them. 
selves at the head of the notorious mblirg 
hell at Monte Carlo, Momaco, the only 
den of the kind new remaining in 
Europe. The suppression in 1872 of the 
green cloth clad tabies of the German water- 
ing places, followed by the bouncing of M. 
Fania, an ex-priest, and pow proprietor ofa 
nice theater, from the “hell” at Saxon-les- 
Bains, Canton Valais, Switzerland, on the 
lst of December, 1876, greathy strengthened 
the position of tbe Blane family. Lovers of 
roulette and rogue-et-noir from all parts of 
the wor!d repaired to Monaco, and M. Blanc 
departed this life with the satisfaction of 
knowing that hisfamily was one of the best 
provided for in the old world. The Blanc 
family not only maintained themselves on the 
failings of others, but have been the main 
supporters of the smallest principality in 
the world—a spot, second to none 
in beauty, which bas for a 
thousand years past claimed as its head 4 
scion of the historical house of Grimaldi. 
Of the dead nothing but goud. The benevo- 
lence of Madame Biane was extraordinary— 
not on the principle of the man who stole a 
new pair of shoes and gave away his old ones, 
‘pour Pamour du ben Dieu,’”’ but because 
she considered it right to be charitable. Many 
a family may have been beggared in the 
Casino of Monte Carlo, many a suicide’s 
grave may bave been dug there, but many an 
aching heart has been mude glad, and many 
an empty stomach filled by the generosity of 
Madame Biane.

haye abig share, is well known, and two 
daughters, one of whom is married to Prince 
Raaizwill, son of the- celebrated Austrian 
diplomat of that name, while the other is the 
wife of Roland Bonaparte, son of the notori- 
ously wayward Pierre Ronaparte. Although 
each daughter received a dowry of $4,000,000, 
and the son a buge fortune, before the deith 
of his parents, Madame Blanc’s treasury was 
not depleted. She is said to have left a fabu- 
lous sum of money, no inccnsiderable portion 
of which has come out of the pockets of crazy 
Americans.

REPLYING tothe POST-DISPATCH objection 
to our system of taxing railroads in Missouri 
and then compelling the companies to pro- 
tect themselves against organized banditti, 
the Kansas City Mai/ says: 

The merchants in all our cities find it neces- 
sary attheir own expense to employ private 
watchmen to guard their property. There is 
not a State nor a countyin the Union where 
owners of private property do not find it neces- 
sary to sometimes offer rewards for its recov- 
ery when stolen, or for the capture of the 
thief. 

We have seen that before, but the case is 


not analagous. A merchant in St. Louis has 
a large stock of goods. He insures them and 
he knows that the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments will afford him ample protection, but 
indemnity is not what he wants. He doesn’t 
care to be annoyed by either a burglary ora 
conflagration, so he concludes to watch his 
property himself as an extra precaution. 
That is his privilege. Railways may find 
it profitable to employ private detectives 
and offer rewards for the apprehension of 
desperadoes. That is their own affair, and it 
is well to supplement justice in this way, but 
when Gov. CKITTENDEN called the meeting 
of railroad managers in this city last Tuesday 
he virtually acknowledged that the State of 
Missouri was unable to repress lawlessness. 
He placed the State, whether purposely or 
not, before the world in an attitude likely to 
result in prejudice. 


MAJOR EDWARDS, of the Sedalia Democrat, 
is not pleased with Gov. CRITTENDEN’S 
tardy efforts to bring Missouri train-robbers 
to justice. His pour parler with the railway 
magnates the other day gives special offenses 
The Major takes the ground that our State i- 
as peaceful and as farfrom outlawry as other 
States in the Union. There is very little 
crime here, and what there is exists chiefly in 
the minds of Radical newspaper defamers who 
are trying to Yankeeize and Radicalize the 
State. These reprehensible chaps, ae- 
cording to the Major, belong to an inferior 
race, and they take delight in defaming 
and maligning the native Missouriane, who 
are their superiors.

A DROP IN RATES EAS?P. 


Regular $18 Rate to New York Es- 
tablished To-Day. 

The meeting of passenger agents at the 
Southern Hotel yesterday adjourned without 
reaching any conclusion upon matters of 
special publie interest. The cut in rates east, 
however, was discussed genérally, and the 
part that scalpers are playing just now in 
sale of return tickets to New York sent out 
for that vurpose by New York oflices of the 
Krie, Baltimore and Ohio and New York 
(Central roads engaged some attention at the 
meeting. The harmony of passenger agents 
locally is well preserved. The best evidence 
of this is the announcement made this morn- 
ing at the tieket oftices of all the roads run- 
ning east that tickets for New York, forty- 
eight hour limit, first-class, can be had for $12, 
or one fourth less than the old established 
rate, $24 25. This}places New York within 
the reach of St. Louis passengers, with Pull- 
man berth included for #24. The reduced 
rate went into effect this morning and will 
be maintained until all the cheap tickets for 
New York in the hands of scalpers are out of 
the market. A Post-DISPATCH reporter, 
speaking with Mr. Wetherell of the 
Vandalia# road, who has recently returned to 
town ascertained that the eichteen-—dollar 
rate would be adhered to, for said he:

A Bomb Factory of the Irish Rev- 
olutionists Discovered in |

business. Actual experiment is the best way 
to convince these people that the bomb idea 
won’t work in England.’’ 

‘‘You say these cement barrels were ship- 
ped from St. Louis?’’ 

“Ves.7? 

“By whom?” : 

“1 can not tell you anything aboutit. You 
hunt up Mr. Denis O’Hara and tell himl 
sent you to him, and perhaps he may tell you 
sometbing.”’ 

‘“Wihere does he live?’ 

‘“Inabig house down near the Arsenal. 
You can’t miss it.”? And he gave directions by 
which the conspirator might be tracked out. 
The search wasa long one, but eventually 
suceessful, and the reporter stood face to face 
with ©O’Hara. He was of that clear-cut 
and transparent type of Irishmen who seem to 
join an almost feminine delicacy of feature 
with an iron understanding. He had no 
beard, and a slight straw-colored moustache. 
He wore pebble eye-glasses which glittered 
clear ly, and his clothes were scrupulously 
neat and niee. He greeted the reporter cour- 
teously enough, and when he learned the 
mission of the scribe, invited him intoa 
poorly furnished room, where, producing a 
couple ef cigars, he begantochat. ‘It will 
probably surprise you,’’ he began, “thow 
treely Tam prepared to talk uponthis sub- 
ject, but by the time your paper is printed I 
shali be away, and I am a member of no oath- 
hound order.

‘Towards the 
close of the forenoon session some of 
the shorts plucked up a little heart and com- 
menced offering to se!| at lower rates, and as 
the longs made no attempt to sustain the 
market, cash was finally offered as low as 42c, 
1. W. Booth & Sons offering to sell a round 
lot at that and Francis asking 
12'>¢ for cash. It is learned 
on good authority thatthe amount of inar- 
gins up on July oats amounts to only SLO,000, 
which would seem to show thatthe shortage 
here is much lighter than it has been 
estimated. It is probable the longs will 
demand 45¢ and damages against such 
sborts as default on their contracts to-mor- 
row. They claim they can prove a shipping 
margin at48c and that 52c is the market 
value in New Orleans. The end promises to 
be interesting.

“PATIENCE.” 


Firet Performance in America of 
Gilbert and Sullivan’s 
New Opera. 


c.. Specimens of Gilbertiana—The Cult of 
x the Esthetes—Last Night at 
Uhrig’s Cave. 


The prouduction of Gilbert and Sullivan’s 
latest opera, entitled “Patience, or Bun- 
thorne’s Bride,” for the first time in Ameri- 
€a, was an affair of more than usual interest, 
especially in musical circles, and public curi- 
osity bad so long been aroused by the pre- 
liminary announcement of its presentation 
that it was no wonder that Uhrig’s Cave was 
thronged to its utmost capacity 
last evening by 4 fashionable audi- 


ence anxious to listen to. the reigning 


London success in the operatic line and pas; 
a verdict upon the successor of “Pinafore”’ 
and ‘‘Pirates of Penzance.” ‘Patience”’ 
is in the stereotvped two acts, which seems to 
be a formula with the famous collaborateurs, 
and is a good-humored, witty and occasion- 
ally pungent satire upon the wsthetic craze, 
which bus lately developed tosuch a large 
extent among the fashionables of London so- 
ciety—a craze which at present is unknown 
in this community. 

This, of course, detracts somewhat from the 
enjoyment of the average audience, as the 
subject satirized is one with which they have 
no acquaintance. The libretto is essentially 
Gilbertian in its composition. There are the 
Same quaint conceits, the same oddities and 
the same good-buwmored satire. It is one of 
the best of Mr. Gilbert’s productions, and it 
must be admitted that even in England the 
success of the opera is due more to Mr. 
Gilbert’s work than to Mr. Sullivan’s 
music. “Patience” contains none of those 
more “eutchinu”’ airs which made ‘“Pina- 
fore” such a phenomenal success, neither is 
the music as classical, if we may use the word, 
as the “Pirates.”?’ There is noariaor chorus 
which absolutely impresses itself upon your 
memory, While many of the melodies revive 
rewini-censes of the second of Sullivan’s oper- 
atic P’s, Stillit is bright and lively, and here 
and there some of the music is very pretty. Its 
weakness as a comic opera is the fact that it 
fails to catch the popularear. The story is 
ingeniously narrated by Gilbert, the idea of 
“duty”? which served so well in the “Pirates” 
being againimpressed into service. ‘There 
are wsthetic maidens, and the primate of 
wsthetes, Buuthorne, who is a,Swinburnean 
“fleshly’? poet, Grosvenor a _ Joycian 
**idyllic’ rhymester, heavy dragoons, and 
Patience a milkmaid. Although the 
piece bas the alternative title of “Bun- 
thorne’s Bride,’’ the ‘‘fleshly’’ man gets, vul- 
garly speaking, “ieft,’’ while his idyllic rival 
wins the Maud Mu!!: r of the dairy, and B. has 
to be contented “witii a tulip ora lily.”?’ The

lar to the ten. Geveral’s song inthe **Pi- 
rates,’’jand the first verse runs thus:

Miss May Stembler, Miss Lillie Grub and 
Miss Clara Peck, as three wsthetical maidens, 
were all good. Mr. Geo. Denham carried 
out bis conception of Bunthorne harmoni- 
ously and made many effective points, al- 
theugh we do not’ think he has 
the correct idea of an Oscar 
Wildean wsthete. Mr. Fitzgerald 
as Grosvenor was decidedly good, and he 
scored an undoubted success. Mr. Lang as 
the Duke made quite a feature of the role and 
sang with his usual fine method. Messrs. 
Hogandorp and Curley were both thoroughly 
satisfactory .as heavy dragoonsand disguised 
wsthetes. The chorus was thoroughly effi- 
cient, and the work of Mr. Furstin the or- 
chestration displaved his fine ability and 
judgment asamusician. Mr. Furst is an 
accom plished director, and bis work 
here has been of the highest. kind. 
The costumes were all new and appropriate 
and were supplied by Mrs. Purcell. ‘*Pa- 
tience,’’ while not destined to attain the pop- 
ularity of ‘*‘La Mascotte,” is sure to have a 
successful run, as curiosity concerning this 
latest opera of Gilbertand Sullivan’s is very 
rife. Messrs. Ford and Collins, the managers, 
are deserving of great praise for the 
enterprise they have this year 
evinced. They have produced ‘*Patience’’ 
for the first time not only in st. Louis, but in 
America, While they also gave **La Mascotte” 
for the firsttime in St. Louis. They have 
keptall their promises to the public, and in 
return have been liberally patronized. ‘*Pa- 
tience” will be kept on the programme uatil 
fuither notice.

A Mad Dog’s Ravages. 
Philadelphia Special to Chicago Times. 

Since Thursday last, when James Lee’s 
Seotch terrier Sendy was attacked with hydro- 
phobia and bit two men, a young woman and 
two children, people living in the neighbor- 
hood of Roxborough, Wissahickon and the 
falls bave been greatly excited, and the lives 
of scores of valuable dogs have been sacrificed 
to appease the fearsof the public. Mr. Lee 
lives at Wissahickon. and his family is sup- 
plied with milk by Wm. Ruetter. Ruetter 
was the first victim of the dog, and received a 
severe wound inthe ankle. After biting a 
-ctter belonging to 8. Hall, Sandy ran to the 
aepot, Where be nipped a terrier belonging 
to W. Osgood and mouthed a®*French poodle 
that lay basking in the sunin front of Robert 
Prindee’s residence at the station. An hour 
or sO later the mad dog was 
heard of at John Fessner’s, 
on the river road, where he bit a dog, and 
shortly ran into the vard of V’. Viller’s hotel 
end drew blood on two watch-docs before he 
passed onto Charles Tolen’s, where he bit 
two others. Between 1 aud 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon Sandy bolted into the porch of 
Chas. M. Myers’ hotel, on the river road, and 
hbita 6-year-o'd son of Mrs. Myers, and an 
S-year-old plavfellow named Ilarrison Wilder. 
Robert Moffett, Myers’ bar-keeper, saw the 
deg’s attack, and, grabbing up a shot-gun, 
ran out in time to see Sandy disappear over a 
hill bebind the stable vard. During the after- 
noon the mad dog bit a setter on the farm of 
J. Maley, and between 4 and 5 o’clock in the 
evening ran into the yard of Thomas Hess, a 
farmer living one mile northeast of Wissa- 
hickon, where he bit Annie Hess, aged 12 
years. Twoorthree hours later Jas. Me- 
Stay and five orsix other men were sitting 
on alog near the depot at Wissahickon 
discussing Sandy’s terrible work, when, to 
their horror, the animal dashed down the 
hill behind them, bit MeStay, and ran to his 
master’s yard and took refuge in an outhouse, 
and was killed by Mr. Lee. After biting 
Ruetter the dog bad evidently run a circie of 
seven or eight milesin circumference and re- 
turned to b's starting-point. The Myers child 
wae bitten inthe mght arm above the elbow 
and the Weider boy received a slight wound 
in the leftthigh. The wounds ef the children 
were cauterized by Dr. Heffner, of this city, 
und are now nearly well. The doz’s teeth 
made two wounds on the right ankle of Miss 
Hess, and they have been treated with sim- 
ples applied by her oma Thus far four- 
tien Gogs that were bitten by Mr. Lee’s mad 
beast have been killed by their owners or the 
pouce, ard hardlya day passes but one or 
mens ee animals are added tothe 
(leuth ist.

PATE PHILOSOPHIZES. 


The Gay Gambolieris Discursively 
Loquacious,

He Talks of Statesmen, Editors, News- 
papers, the Mayor, the Law and 
Gaming in Other States. 


Mr. R. C. Pate, whose gambling house 
the Police Board at last seems determined to 
close up, was interviewed on ‘‘the situation”’ 
to-day by a PostT-DispaTcH reporter. Pate 
was in a more loquacious mood than usual, 
and he talked pretty freely and philosephized 
upon the new crusade against gaming inaug- 
urated by the Johnson law. Almost liter- 
atim et verbatim he discoursed as follows: 

“Yes, there seems to be a disposition on the 
part of those blessed with the good fortune 
of being editors ef newspapers to urge or hiss 
on the enforcement of the new gambling iaw, 
and, by the way, it looks a little cowardly. 
For the law, if a good one, the penalty is 
severe enough to satisfy almost any individual 
who Joves to see destruction meted out to his 
fellow man, without being incumbent on 
them to join tbe strong side, and thereby 
increase the severity. You see some editors, 
to suit their own case after barely writing up 
their matter, say that public sentiment de- 
mands, etc. Well, of course they control and 
trade upon public sentiment, and it is in their 
keeping. Intheir mind’s eye. I talk with 
quite as many of the good people as they. 
it’s true Lcan’ttalk teas many, and there- 
fore they have the best of it. But brave and 
honorable men don’t take advantage of their 
power.They state facts as they believe them to 
exist and not as they might fancy for the oc- 
easion. Now isn’tita little singular that all 
this fuss is made just now, whenit’s known 
that the Harrigan Law passed some four 
years ago made all classes of crooked gambh- 
ing a felony, and isn’t it a fact that until the 
late board took hold of the matter brace 
and crooked gambling was. tolerating here? 
They then set up in their defence, when 
charged with setting up and keeping a game 
of chance, that it was not a game of chance, 
but that thev dealt a brace and therefore 
hada sure thing. This mattter was only 

spoken of by the press as a joke, and the pa- 

ers never did demand that the Harrigan 

aw should be enforeed, and it was not. And 
onafew occasions, When parties that had 
got robbed complained to the authorities and 
desired to have them proceeded against under 
the Harrigan law, they were refused and told 
as oug as they could be  pro- 
ceeded against under some other 
law that they would not bring 
them under the imprisonment law, and pub- 
he opinion or sentiment didn’t seem to be 
particularly disturbed. If so, our able news- 
paper heads failed in their duty. No, the 
trouble is, a few shyster lawyers and confi- 
dence men, Who have about nipped all the 
clover that is in this field for them, have dis- 
covered that a few sporting men have, by the 
merest accident, escaped them and laid upa 
little Wealth for rainy days, and things like 
that, and they conceived an _ idea to 
make a raid on _ this little reserve 
fund. Sothey got their heads tovether,anda 
bill was introduced, and it so happened that, 
whether so intended or not, it passed. 
Then, of course,some were blamed. The party 
complzining couldn’t expect to get any fat 
fees for the defense; but that is understood,he 
is to drive the sports into the net,and the oth- 
er parties to whack. Of course it may happen 
that none of ‘he worthies will getany of the 
cases: they won’t, of course, if I can help it. 
Ithink better men will get those kind of 
causes, 

‘*Now,as to the Republican paper, haven’t 
noticed that Mr. Hyde said anything about 
me out of place. He is a newspaper man and 
I never asked him or any other newspaper 
man to favor me with their columns, either 
myselfor through any one. Of courae, as he 
or bis paper didn’t insist on the enforcement 
of tne Harrigan law, 1 will admit that I don’t 
quite understand bis late earnestness. 

*T have always regarded him as a fair man, 
and I think he generally writes as he thinks, 
whether it happens to please or not. 
There seems to be a good deal of curiosity 
ou the subject of myselfand Mr. Hyde ow- 
ing to the course his paper has taken of late. 

There is no occasion for it. In the first 
place there never was any relation between 
mvself and Mr. Hvde other than that we are 
acquainted,with each other and are frien:llv, 
and I don’t know asthereis anything crtm- 
inalinthat. We bave never had any trouble, 
aithough some enemies of mine are trving 
perbaps to get up a quarrel. 

‘Well, they are far from the mark. 
I will say this: If Mr. Hyde joins 
my enemies and thereby causes my ruin, I 
can only say in return for it that I think if 
there are square men inthis community Mr. 
Hyde is one of them, and would further say 
that nota half dozen words ever passed be- 
tween myself and Mr. Hvde about my bust- 
ness or affairs. He never promised me any 
support of any kind whatever, and I think he 
willdo me the justic? to say that I never 
asked him to use his influence or that of his 
paper for me. 

“NOT THAT KIND OF MAN.” 

‘As to Mr. Johnson, people are saying I 
am going to take depositions to try and 
smirch his private character; but I don’t know 
anything about bis affairs and don’t want to, 
and if I did and by using or exposing them to 
the public I could prevent him from ruining 
me—and that’s his ambition—I would not. 
No, sir: I don’t resort to anything of 
that kind. Of course, Mr. Johnson 
has injured me. He has poisoned some good 
people against me, and it seems he is deter- 
mined toruinmeif hecan. ButI hope that 
there is not any one that Knows me that would 
do anything. of that kind. Jobnson is mis- 
taken in bis warfare on me. Of course he has 
a political ambition, and he thinks my de- 
struction is necessary to his success, when in 
point of fact it cuts Hut little figure if he kilis 
me off or not; it’s al] the same.”

The largest reward ever offered was for the 
arrest alone of MeDonald and Bidwell, the 
forgers on the Bank of England, who secured 
$750,000 before they were discovered. Me- 
Donald was «a graduate of Yale College, and 
didthe ‘“‘front’”? work, such as presenting 
notes, making business transactions, ete, 

sidwell Was as shrewd his partner, and 
did the *‘scratch’’ work, altering the amounts 
on the notes. They operated at Berlin, Paris, 
London, Heidelberg, Edinburgh and other 
important European points. Ali they laid 
hands on were converted into U. S. 5-20 
bonds or demands, A ecuashier oue day 
when McDonald appeared at the 
wincow noticed that the date of the note pre- 
sented had been omitted. Hesent to Roths- 
child’s agent to alterthis, over McDonald’s 
quiet but determined objection. With this 
he disappeared and the forgery was made 
public. The reward aggregated nearly }1Uv,- 
000, $75,000 of Which was in alump, and the 
inducement presented by the bank. Both 
men were captured and are now serving life 
sentences at Newgate. The money was dis- 
tributed between the captains of soine ves- 
sels who were instrumental in MeDonald’s 
capture just outside of New York, the New 
York police, some consuls, and many others 
who justified their claims. 

InI&8i7 areward of £2,000 was published 
for the -arrest of two men who committed 
an atrocious murder on a wealthy Scotrh- 
man. The men were traced to the United 
States and were supposed to have come to 
Missouri. A circular three feet long, giving 
an accurate description,and a tine photograph 
of the men Was sent about the country by 
Chief Justice MeCaw. Notwithstanding the 
inducementof $10,000, the men were never 
taken. ' 

Among other large rewards put up was 
that offered forthe return of A. T. Stewart's 
body. The thieves demanded over $100,009, 
Nearly $50,000 was offered by the estate,
